Response to Amendment 

Supplemental Amendment filed by Applicant on May 9, 2008 is 
acknowledged. Applicant canceled Formula 1 1 ( see Rz of Claim 1 , page 3 - 5 of 
Supplemental Amendment dated 5/9/2008). Claims 3 and 5 - 36 also canceled 
by Applicant. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Applicant amendment of Claims 1 ,2 and 4 filed on May 9,2008 overcome 
all outstanding rejections over prior art of record , including Double Patenting 
rejection - see Office action mailed on March 19,2008. 

2. Claimed subject matter of Claims 1 ,2 and 4 are allowed because the prior 
art of record neither anticipates or renders obvious all the limitations of the 
Claims 1,2 and 4. 

US Patent 6,808,854 as most closed art, discloses PHA compound ( 
polyhydroxyalkonoate ) of similar , but different chemical structure which is not 
anticipate nor rendered obvious chemical structure claimed by Claiml and 2 of 
instant Application. Claim 4, which is dependent on claim 1 , prescribes a further 
limitation on the molecular weight of the copolymer in claim 1 Thus, claimed subject 
matter of Claims 1 , 2 and 4 are allowed.
